INTELLIGENCE FROM FRANCE. 

This morning we received, by exprefs, French pa- 
pers to the 6th inft. inclufive. ‘I'he following is a brief 
fketch of their contents, which our readers will find 
unufually interelting. 

On the 12 Nivofe—{Jan. 1.) the Dire@ory tranf- 
mitted a meflage to the Councils, giving an account of 
farther victories obtained over the Neapolitans, which 
was in fubftance as follows : 

S€ CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVES, 

‘¢ Eighty thoufand Neapolitans had inundated the 
Roman territory. ‘The French army having been at- 
tacked without any declaration of war, and unable to 
retain any other pofleflions than the Caltle of Angelo, 
faid to the Romans, “ in twenty days we will again 
be within your walls. 

“ Seventeen days did not elap& before this promife 
was performed. Rome is again become free. Porto 
Ferro, Civita Dellrone, Civita Caftellana, Rietti, Stro- 
ta, ‘Terni, and feveral other cities have in their turns 
feen our warriors fight and conquer, 

“Twelve thoufand prifoners, ninety-nine pieces of 
cannon, twenty-one ftandards and flags, three thouland 
horfes and mules, and the baggage and the chelts of 
the flying enemy taken, are the fruits of 20 days cam- 
paigh. 

“© The Neapolitan army is completely routed. 

* Mack and the King were the firft to fly. 

“ The French army are on their march againft 
Naples.” 

The Council declared, ‘that the victotious army of 
Italy had merited well of the country.” 


16.), fays, ‘© The French army, after having had fe- 
vera! partial actions with the Neapolitan army, confit. 
ing of 80,000 men, has driven thei entirely out of the 
territory of the Roman Republic. The Neapolitan 
troops were beaten at Ponto-{ermo, Terni, Civita Cas- 
tellana, Monfter-Ofli, Otricolli, Calvi, Ruietti, Civita 
del Irono, Conta-Lupo, and Storta, and have retreated 
in diforder to the kingdom of Naples. General Cham- 
pionet advanced, on the 22d of Frimaire (Dec. 12.), 
to give battle to the Neapolitans, but the King, and 
Captain-General Mack, preferred abandoning their ar- 
my, and flying with precipitation to Naples, where the 
agitation of the public mind is fo great that a general 
infurrection is dreaded. This General Mack is, how- 
ever, called a great man. In the prefent. inftance he 
has proved that his infolence is only equalled by his 
cow rdice. 

(Here the Letter states the number of Prisoners, &c. taken 

as in the Message of the Directory.) 

The retreat, or rather the flight of Captain Mack, 
was fo precipitate, that he forgot to give orders to a 
corps of 4000 men pofted on the environs of Civita- 
Caftellana, to retire. —This corps, in attempting to pafs 
the Tiber, at Rome, was attacked by the French troops, 
who took all the cannon and 1800 prifoners, and killed 
and difperfed the remainder. 

The Moniteur fays, “* It is reported that “great fer- 
mentation prevails at Naples. “It 1s not certain that their 
fugitive King will be very well received there. 

ARMY OF ITALY. 
Extract of a letter from the Commander in Chief of the Ar- 
my.of Rome, dated 
ROMF, 27 PRIMAIRE—DEC. 7. 

The Sub-Adjutaot General Delarnie, whom I fent 
on the 25th to Porta-Dauzo with a party, tound in that 
port, 22 Neapolitan Tartans, 16 Genoele brigs, loaded 
with, corn, wine, flour, falted provifions, falt, citrons, 
and maccaroni, of which he took poffeflion. The ene- 
my occupied the town when he entered. He charged 
them and made 30 prifoners. The remainder embarked 
with great precipitation and put to fea in boats, feveral 
of which were funk. ,

“* It appears certain,” fays /a Fournal de Commerce, 
“ that the famous Divan which met at Cairo did not 
anfwer the expectation which Buonaparte had conceiv- 
ed ofhim. ‘hey determined that all innovation was 
contrary to the Coran, and that the Coran had forefeen 
every puflible human contingency. 
the Divan, General Z———— was attacked with fury ; 
he-defended himfelf tor a long time, but was forced at 
length to yield'to. numbets. A General who had re- 
ceived information that the Muffulmen in arms, being 
exited by their furious and zealous priefts, were pre- 
paring to deftroy the inftitute, brought immediate aflif- 
tance, and perifked in the adtion.

A camp of 6000 men, which 
was ata little diftance, haftened to the place, and 
made a dreadful flaughter of thefe affaflins. Fifteen 
hundred of them took fhelter in a mofque and cried 
for mercy. No mercy to aflaflins, was the reply. All 
were put to the fword, aad it is added that Buonaparte 
withdrew to the camp.” 

* It it thought,” continues the fame Journal, “ that 
it is general ph oe who. perifhed in appeafing the in- 
furrection of part of the inhabitants of Grand Cairo.— 
If we may believe the Vienna Gazette, the rebellion 
broke out in confequence of an attempt to impofe a tax 
of ten pialtres on every houfe. The fame Journal ftates 
the number of the French who were killed to amount 
to 560. They have, however, been amply avenged.” 

The papers of the 4th inft. ftate, that two ‘Fufcan 
Tartans have arrived at Leghorn from Egypt.—* They 
were 35 days on their paflage, and have brought thirty 
paffengers, chiefly French officers, who were wounded 
in the action off Aboukir. The intelligence which 
thefe officers bring, is down to the middle of Brumaire, 
(beginning of November,) and is very fatisfactory as to 
the ftate of Egypt. 

Te is ftated in a Journal of the sth, that “ two En-. 
glifh frigates have been run aground and taken, and fe- 
veral tranfports, having 2000 troops on board rhem, 
deftined to’ favour the flight of the King of Naples.” 

It is ftated im many of the papers that the people 
of the Ifland of Sardinia have refufed to receive 
their unfortunate Sovereign. But this is merely a ru- 
mour. 

Pafwan Oglou, it appears, ftill continues to be vic- 
torious. He has taken a great number of tranfports in 
the Danube, and waggons loaded with ftores, &c. for 
the Ruflian army. 

A confiderable armament is {tated to be preparing in 
the Texel. Several fhips of war are alfo faid to be 
arming in the Meuze. 

The Elbe, it appears by letters from Hamburgh, has 
been frozen fince the 14th December. 

A letter from Stockholm, dated 18th Frimaire, (Dec. 
8..) ftates, that war is foon expected to take place between 
the Courts of Sweden and Peterfburgh. It is faid that 
the latter endeavouréd'to. prevail on the former to re-

BILL FOR A TAX UPON INCOME, 

We have now this bill before us, as finally fent i 
to the Lords, where being a money bill, it-is not li 
to have any alterations made in it. As it now is then 
fore it will probably pafs into a law. The alteratié 
it has undergone are few and unimportant. We 
briefly notice the principal changes. 

In the claufe of abatement for children, ‘it is alte 
as follows : 

Perfons with an income above 60]. a year, and¢ 
der 4ool. are to have an abatement of 3 per cent. fo 
each child born in wedlock, whatever may be its ages

UNION WITH IRELAND. 

In Dublin, the followingis reported to be the 

sropofed Union: 

- py! ty the number of repreféntatives of the people 
in the Lower Houfe of Parliament in Treland fhall be 
reduced from 300 to 150 5 and that this fhall be dane 
by limiting counties, cities, and boroughs, which have 
now the right of returning two members each, to one 
only. The 150 members thus eleéted to aflemble in 
their own Houfe, and {elect annually, by ballot, 100 of 
the body, to reprefent them in the Parliament of the 
United Kingdoms; and the other 50 to fit in their 
‘own Houfe, and pafs bills for the internal regulation 
and police of the kingdom, fuch as inclofure bills, 
roads, canals, &c.

prefent their body yin the United Parliament, the re- 
mainder of the Peers to continue to fit in the fame 
manner as the Commons for internal regulation. 
~The Lord Lieutenant aad his Court, the Lord 
Chancellor, the Speaker, the great Officers of State, 
aod all the prefent eltablifhments, to be continued pre- 
“cifely as at prefent, without any diminution of falaries,

alfo continued on the prefent footing ; fo that Dublin 
‘fhould feel as little change as poiible from the new ar- 
‘Fangements. . 

«“ The Parliament of Ireland to continue to be cho- 
fen for the period of eight years; but the feleétion of 
the 100 Commoners and 31 Peers to be made annually 
—and in cafe of death to be replaced from the remain- 
der, and a new eleétion to be made in the ufual way for 
the vacant place. Ifa delegated member fhall vacate 
by accepting an office, then to go back to his immediate 
conftituents, the remainder Houfe, for his re-election. 

«“ Thefe, we underftand, are the heads of the pro- 
pofed bill of Union—to which a majority of the great 
Lords of the Irith Parliament have given their affent, 
and fet their hands.”

The fubject of union continues to engrofs the public 
attencion in Ireland, more efpecially that of the higher 
ranks, and meetings are daily held of different public 
bodies to difcufs its merits. The metropolis has taken 
the lead, and in every aflembly where it has been agita- 
ted, it has met with {trong reprobation. On Friday 
Jait there was held a meeting of the Gentlemen, Clergy, 
and Freeholders of the county of Dublin, where a vaft 
.pomber attended. Not a perfon fpeke in favour of the 
union; many fpoke again{t it, and in delivering their 
fentiments, expreffed themfelves in very {trong terms 
both againit the meafure itfelf; and thofe men in Bri- 
tain and Ireland who were fuppoled to give it counte- 
‘nance. 

‘The Chair was taken by the Hicu Suerirr of the 
county, and Mr Barer of Carduff opened the bufi- 
nefs, by delivering a fpeech in every refpect hoftile to 
the union, which he concluded by fubmitting feveral 
refolutions for the adoption of the meeting. 

Sir-J. J. Warre,*Bart. approved of all that Mr Baker 
had faid, and feconded the refolutions propofed. He alfo 
fuggefted that there fhould be added to the refolutions, 
«* That, not only, this was not a time, but that there 
«* never could arrive atime, in which the people of 
« Treland ceuld think it feafonable to furrender up their 
s¢ liberties.”? ‘ 

A number of other Gentlemen fpoke, delivering fimi- 
lar fentiments ; after which the following refolutions 
were unanimoufly adopted : 

ist. That the Legislative independence of Ireland has been 
the means of improvement and prosperity to this country, ‘ra- 
pid beyondexample. 

ad. {hat we are impressed with every sentiment of loyalty 
to our King, and the warmest attachment to British con- 
nexion. — 

3d. ‘That we consider the question of an Union:as having 
for its basis the extinction of our separate ‘and independent 
Legislature, to be hostile to ‘the rights, liberties, and interests 
of Ireland; and as such should be opposed by every constitu- 
tional means in our power. 

4th. ‘That our thanks are due to our_representativgs for their 
early application for our instruction. 

th. ‘That in electing them we did not commit into their 
hand a power of destroying the Constitution, and that we in- 
struct them to declare our sentiments of the incompetency of 
deg to bring about a Legislative Union with Great

" 6th. That impressed with a fervent expectation that our 
brethren of all religious persuasions in the different counties 
of Ireland will, by similar resolutions, evince equal zeal in sup- 
port of the Constitution, which we have ali sworn to maintain, 
we rely on it that such resolutions will have their-ronstitution- 
al effect.

The Meeting proceeded to take under confideration the diffe- 
rent articles of bufinefs which had been before their Committee 
of Directors fince the General Mecting in June laft, and appro- 
ved of the manster in which the money voted by the Society laft 
year had been difpofed of, viz. in premiums for improving the 
breed of Black Cattle, raifing Green Crops, bringing barren lands 
into tillage, and promoting other ufefal objects, connected with 
the inititution, a particular lift of all which was ordered to be 
made out, atu! publithed in the news-papers, in the ufual form. 

‘The Socicty was alfo pleafed to firid, that proper attention had 
been paid to the important bufinefs of the Salt Laws, as recom- 
mended at laft General Meeting; and, on hearing a report on 
that bufinefs from a Committee of the Society appointed by the 
Directors to contider this fubject, in whicli report the meafure of 
obtaining an allowance of the importation of Englifh Salt, as 
well manufactured as Rock Salt, into Scotland, on payment of 
the Scots duty, was recommended as tending to meliorate the 

uality, and.to keep at a reafunable rate the price of this article, 

o neceliary to the comfort of the people, and to the profperity 
of the country. ‘The Meeting unanimoufly approved of the fai 
report, and appointed the fame to be printed, and tranfimitted by 
the Secretary, to the Prefident and Vice-Prefidents of the Socie- 
ty, to the Right Hon. Henry Dundas, an Honorary Member of 
the Society, and fuch Members of it as are Members of cither 
Houfes of Parliament ; exprefling, at the fame time, to them, 
the ftrong fenfe which this Society entertains of the importance 
of the object mentioned in the report.as_ conducive to the relief 
and comfort of the people, and to the encouragement of the fifh- 
eries and mauufactorics of this country; while, at fame time, 
the meafure appears caleulated to add to the f¢curity of the 
revenue of the kingdom, and requefting their atténtion and fup- 
port.to it, on thefe public and patriotic grounds. 

The Society farther, on motion, refolved to inftruct the Com- 
mittee of Directors to attend to the bill brought into Parliament 
latt Seffion, on the fuggeftion of this Society, for encouraging the 
improving of lands fubject to the fervitude of thirlage in that 
part of Great Britain called Scotland, and to take fuch meafures 
‘us fhall feem tothem moit proper and effectual for having faid 
bill patied into a law. 

The Secretary produced a letter from Sir John Dalrymple, 
Bart. addreifed to him, covering a printed paper, relative to.a 
difcovery made by Sir John, as to the making of Soap from Fith, 
without ‘Tallow or Oil, which, being read, was, on motion from 
Sir John Sinclir, Bart. referred to the Committee of Directors, 
along with other matters before the Meeting,.for their difcuffion 
and deliberation. 

The Meeting, on motion, refolved, That a Gold Medal or 
Piece of Plate, of ‘EN GUINEAS value, bs prefented to Mr 
Smith of Swindridgemuir, Ayrfhire, for the extenfive improve- 
‘ment made by him on a large tract of mofs on his property, by 
which means he has been fuccefsful in bringing the fame into til- 
lage; and that an infcription be engraved thereon, expreflive of 
the eaufe of voting it. Andthe Meeting recommend to other 
proprictors, to follow Mr Smith’s laudable example. 

‘The Society was much gratified to find, ‘hat, from the Secre- 
tary’s ftatement of its funds, arifing from the voluntary annual 
fubfcriptions of patriotic Noblemen and Gentlemen from all 
parts of Scotland, coming forward in fuch numbers as this day’s 
ballot announces, that the Society is enabled to increafe gradually 
its expenditure for promoting the objects of the inftitution ; and 
the Meeting accordingly voted a confiderable fum_ to be laid out 
by their Committee of Directors, in Premiums for the current 
year. . 

‘Lhe Meeting approved of the steps taken by their Standing 
Committee towards publishing the Essays on Communications 
of Merit, by Competitors for the Annual Premiums given: by 
the Society ; and resolved to continue the same Committee, with 
power, under the sanction of the Directors, to lay out the ne- 
cessary expence’on such publication, that the Public at large 
may be benefited by the information contained in these papers, 

It having been stated by a Member in his place, ‘That a’ ree 
port had gone abroad, that it was-in contemplation of Parlia- 
ment, to discontinue the small annual sum allowed for the ma- 
king of roads and bridges in the Highlands of Scotland, on a 
suggestion by the Committee of Finance, in one of their re- 
ports, of such grant being now unnecessary, iand several other 
Members having also delivered their sentiments on the sub- 
ject,—the Society, whose attention is particularly due to this 
object, as one immediately connected with the prosperity and 
improvement of the Highlands, and indeed. of the country at 
large, conceiving, that, if such a measure was in contemplation, 
the idea must arise from a misconception or misinformation 
with regard to the high cupodeney: and. indeed necessity, of 
such an allotment of a small sum of the public money to a 
very important and beneficial pyblic purpose—appointed a Spe- 
cial Committee to enquire into this matter, “dtd to take such 
measures in relation thereto as to them mightseem proper and 
necessary.
